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ELMORE A. BICKFORD

improved structures located in the special flood hazard 
areas. If the lowest floor is below grade on one or more 
sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above must 
also be recorded. 


4. Intends to take such other official action within 
its powers as may be reasonably necessary to carry out 
the objectives of the program. 

Resolution B-I — To see if the Town 
will vote to establish the following building regulation 
pursuant to RSA 156 as follows: 


1. The Building Permit Officer (Board of Selectmen 
or Building Inspector) shall review all building permit 
applications for new construction or substantial im- 
provements to determine whether proposed building 
sites will be reasonably safe from flooding.

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LIBRARIAN REPORT 


The Epsom Public Library has had a very successful 
year. Many new patrons have been added to the list of 
regular borrowers. Children have used the library for 
their research and home studies. Many patrons have 
been researching further than our library and were 
satisfied with the materials available from the State 
Library. 


Shut in service manned by Mrs. Ellen Eppelsheimer 
has continued. If at any time there is anyone that you 
know that would like the services, they may contact the 
librarian for further details and arrangements. Books 
have been taken to the sick when confined to their 
homes for a short length of time. 


The bookmobile visited the library three times this 
year and a supplement to our collection was selected for 
your reading enjoyment. 


During the year the downstairs floor has been tiled, 
new metal shelves have been purchased, the front of the 
library has been painted, an air circulator was placed on 
the furnace (it gets mighty warm during the summer 
months), and two book carts have been purchased for 
the encyclopedias so as to make more easily accessible 
for the children’s use at the reading tables in the 
downstairs basement. 


Food sales were held during the year, yard sale was 
held, the library had a very successful table at the Old 
Home Day event, a chilly but successful flea market was 
held. Proceeds from the events were used to purchase a 
desk for the library, a vacuum cleaner and some new 
books. A very generous donation was given by the 
residents of Kingstowne Park toward the purchase of the 
new desk. Thank you. 
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Summer months brought forth much satisfaction by 
the instructors and helpers and much enjoyment for the 
children when we held arts and crafts for the children 
during the summer months. Their work was on display 
at Old Home Day and at the library. Many clever items 
were discovered during the craft sessions. In the fall, we 
held macrame classes and string art classes. Thank you 
to all the instructors that gave their time. There have 
been many exhibits during the year — school children 
have kept us supplied with their handiwork, painting 
from the classes held at the New Rye Church during the 
fall months, string art talent by Bob Sawyer, Christmas 
creations by Raymond Ring, Christmas Seal stamp 
designes donated by Harold Pearson, and the Happy Go 
Lucky 4-H club had a wonderful display in observance 
of National 4-H week. The Epsom Extension also had a 
very attractive and impressive display in observance of 
Extension Month. 


The month of November was Model Railroad month. 
The library sponsored program of film and display of 
model railroads by Bob Sawyer. Mr. Sawyer than took 
the film to the Epsom Manor for showing — the 
residents were completely delighted with the program. 
Many films have been used by various organizations 
during the year. These are borrowed from the State 
Library for programs by organizations. They are not to 
be used for private home use or school programs unless 
library sponsored. 


Various groups of persons have used the basement of 
the library for meetings this year. Anyone wishing to use 
the facilities may contact the librarian for arrange- 
ments. 


Anyone using the State Library is required to have a 
card signed by the local librarian vouching your 
residence in the town and that you are of good standing 
in the usage of the local library. This is for protection of 
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the numerous lost books and no one knows of the 
whereabouts to contact persons for return of the books. 
If you wish to have a card signed, you must go to the 
State Library and get the card from them (I do not have 
the cards), return to local librarian for signature. You 
then take to the State Library and they will place on file 
for your borrowing habits. 


The biggest and most exciting event of the year at the 
Epsom Public Library was the visit from the Little Red 
Wagon from the UNH sponsored by the Area Arts 
Council of Pittsfield. We do thank them. and the 
response was Just terrific. Residents of the Epsom Manor 
were present and enjoyed. I overheard one say they 
enjoyed watching the children fully as much as the 
program itself. God be willing and with all good luck, if 
we can raise the money, the Little Red Wagon will be 
back at the Epsom Public Library again this year. The 
hours of the library are 10 A.M. to 5 P.M. on Saturdays. 
Everyone is invited to come in and see the improvements 
in the library. It is hoped that we might have some 
painting done on the interior and something done to the 
floor that is so badly worn. Those are the aims for the 
coming year. 


We have received many gift books and magazines 
through the year. There is a large selection of magazines 
that you might be interested in — and these do circulate 
on three weeks borrowing period. 


Two books were given in memory of Albert F. Yeaton 
by family members. They are now on the “In Memory 
Sueiie 


The library is one of your educational centers, why 
not come in and browse around. Many of the newcomers 
in town find it very interesting and always books of 
interest. We also have a collection of records that 
circulate — latest addition is two records on bird calls or 
songs — all you bird watchers might find these of 
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interest. This is your library and many friends meet each 
Saturday. Do feel free to come in and ask for the books 
that you might like but cannot locate. The librarian is

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REPORT TO TOWNS 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city 
councils, the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a 
forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens 
in each town and city every three years. The town or city 
warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men 
and adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that 
occurs in his town or city during his term of 
appointment. The fire warden must authorize all open 
burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No 
open fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 
p-m., unless it is raining, without the additional 
permission of the state district fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first obtain the 
written permission of the forest fire warden. Camp and 
cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest 
Fire Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these 
requirements by training the warden and deputy forces 
in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand _ tool 
suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, 
supplying pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire 
attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost 
of wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town 
program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire 
Service for local fire prevention programs. Posters and 
Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by local 
fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. 
Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a 
continuous wildfire prevention program within his town 
Or city.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board has been holding its regular 
meetings on the Second Monday of every month 
throughout the year of 1975. Special meetings of public 
interest as well as Public Hearings on land subdivisions 
are held also at that time. 


On April 14, 1975 a Public Information meeting was 
held on the status of the “Closing of the Town Dump”. 
Mr. George Carlson and Mrs. Shirley Howard, members 
of the Capital Regional Refuse Disposal Planning 
Board, brought us up to date on the problems of closing 
the dump. A representative of the Great Bay Disposal 
Company gave a good presentation of possible alter- 
natives and methods that could be used and how some 
of the other towns are solving the problem. 


On November 13, 1975, members of the Epsom 
Conservation Commission were invited to hear Mr. 
Thomas W. Anderson, Landscape Architect and Site 
Planner, from the Central New Hampshire Regional 
Planning Commission explain what types of assistance 
was available to the town. The status of the town roads 
and a need for a Town Master Plan was discussed.

CENTRAL NEW HAMPSHIRE 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


At the end of 1975 and five years of operation the 
Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 
had become involved in numerous studies of both local 
as well as a regional nature. 

On the regional side, the Commission is currently 
involved in studies related to historic preservation, land 
use, housing and inventorying the community facilities 
that exist within the region. Of a general nature the 
Commission completed studies in the areas of conser- 
vation, solid waste management, resources inventories. 
Every member community received the following 
reports: Conservation Case Studies, Municipal Fiscal 
Management, A Guide for Evaluating Development 
Proposals. The latter was presented to members of the 
Planning Boards of all member communities along with 
two sets of N.H. RSA’s relating to planning. 

Member communities also received a series of 1975 
aerial photographs for use by local officials and an 
opportunity to order enlargements of the same which 
could be used as adequate bases for tax map purposes.

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1975 EPSOM CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION REPORT 


The commission held regular meetings throughout the 
year. ; 


A small nursery was established with 50 Zelkovia, 25 
European Larch and 25 Flowering Crab set out. 


Zelkovia is a disease resistant tree very similiar to the 
American Elm. The Larch are similiar to the American 
Larch and often used as an ornamental tree. There are 
a number of Flowering Crab species. The species in the 
Commission’s Nursery is a large shrub. In addition to its 
beauty in the spring, the fruit is a favorite of wildlife. 


All of this stock was obtained at no cost from the State 
Forest Nursery and must be planted on town land. The 
Flowering Crab should be ready to plant this spring. 
The others should not be set out until next spring. 


The Commission is investigating the possibility of 
transplanting wild trees suitable for shade trees. If 
successful, the Commission hopes to make several of the 
more common species available to residents of the town 
at no cost for planting at the roadside. These trees 
should be ready for planting, in the spring of 1978 or 
£972.03 


A joint meeting was held with the Planning Board to 
discuss the formulation of a town plan. The adoption of 
a town plan by the voters will do much to assist the 
Conservation Commission in identifying problem areas 
and possible worthwhile projects.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


We have continued our efforts to develop a 
comprehensive testing program. This is made up of the 
Stanford Achievement Test that is administered to the 
students as a group in the spring and the individualized 
testing that is administered by the consultants from 
Central New Hampshire Mental Health Center. As we 
gather more information about the students, we will be 
in a better position to design programs to meet 
individual needs. As we have large class enrollments in 
the lower and upper grades, we need additional staff to 
better implement individualized programming. 


We have been successful in our initial efforts to 
develop a regional center that will deliver special services 
to children. The school districts of Supervisory Union 
#53 have joined together with several school districts in 
other supervisory unions as well as the Central New 
Hampshire Mental Health Center for this purpose. A 
federal grant has been awarded to this group for the 
purpose of researching the needs in the area of special 
services as well as developing a model to meet these 
needs. When the model has been developed, it will be 
presented to the separate school boards. 


We have also established a Committee for the 
purpose of developing a new staff evaluation system. It is 
expected that this Committee will deliver its report 
before the end of the year so that it may be presented to 
separate school boards. A Curriculum Committee has 
also been established. The purpose of this Committee is 
to study the school programs that we presently have; and 
to make suggestions for improvements. It is expected 
that through this process we will have better continuity 
in our programming for grades one through twelve. 
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The Staff Development Plan for staff in-service 
training has been approved by the State Department of 
Education. The Staff Development Committee is now 
occupied with the second phase which is developing 
plans for in-service training on a local basis. 


Federally mandated legislation and regulation is 
requiring a considerable pared for each community in 
Supervisory Union #53 before July 1, 1976. 

In closing, I would like to thank the School Board, 
School Staff, and citizens of Epsom for all that they have 
done for the Epsom students.
